Edward Frenenski, a confidence mar 
wanted by the police of half a dozen 
cities, confessed to the Seuth Chicago 
police yesterday that he murdered a 
Catholic priest here two years ago. 
Frenenski admits he was the bur- 
glar who, on the night of Jan. 27, 1922, 
shot and mortally wounded the Rev. 
Father Florian Chodniewicz, pastor of 
the St. Florence Reman Catholic 
church. The shooting took place in! 
the parish house at 13145 Houston 
avenue. 
A lifelong hatred for all priests was 
given by Frenensk! as the motive for 
the attempted robbery and the murder 
that followed. The police Lelieve 
Frenenski was responsible for a long 
list of robberies of priests in Ottawa, 
Bloomington, Rock Island, Spring- 
field, and other cities.
